Recently the aircraft of the fighter regiment 
x/ere mostly observed practicing formation flying, while initial flight 
training by fighter pilots was seldom observed. Air activity by II— 10s 
with extended landing gears indicates that basic flying was practiced 
by some young pilots of the ground attack regiment* 
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
